Mr,  Chairma.n,  Ladles  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Medical 
Officer'-  s Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Urban 
District  for  the  3' ear  1946. 

The  statistics  are  adequately  satisf axtory. 

It  is  pleasing  to  have  no  puerperal 
mortality  to  record.  Our  Infa.ntilc  Mortality 
Rate  (or  nuicber  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year 
of  age  per  1,000  live  births)  at  48  is  about 
the  same  as  for  the  rest  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
Wliere  the  population  is  a small  one  and.  the 
total  number  of  such  deaths  in  a year  is  small 
ccrresponoingli",  one  cannot  draw  any  very 
certain  inferences  from  such  statistics. 
Investigation  of  the  deaths  in  194^  of  Infants 
under  1 ^’’ear  of  age  show  them  to  have  been 
caused  1 3'  factors  for  which,  in  the  present 
state  of  our  knowled.ge,  we  know  no  remedy.  It 
behoves  us  all  to  tr^^  to  improve  this  figure, 
often  regarded  as  the  m.ost  important  single 
ind.cx  of  a community's  hea,lth-consciousnesc, 
and  to  see  that  no  carelessness  allows  infant 
life  to  be  endangered. 

In  truth,  of  course,  this  is  much  more 
easy  to  recommend  than  to  effect,  as  those 
interested  in  Child  Yifelfare  cannot  constantly 
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picket  the  homes  of  the  few  ^problem  families" 
v/ell  knovm  to  social  workers  and  Officials  of 
all  sortSj  as  liable  to  be  careless  of  their 
childrens’  welfare,  or  even  of  the  safety  of 
their  lives.  You  vdll  remember  that  I wrote 
in  very  frank  terms  on  this  subject  in  my 
Annual  Report  for  1945o  It  is  with  regret 
that  I have  to  report  only  limited  progress 
and  improvement.  One  femiily,  the  v/orst 
Indeed,  v/as  brought  to  book,  the  children 
removed  and  uho  mot/icr  given  a short  term 
of  imprisonmoiit . and.  refused  further 
custod.y  of  the  children,,  The  fact  that  the 
infant  in  tl 
its  removal 
felt  for  it 
justified. 

other  families  vjhere  co..re2.cssness  or  worse 
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reveal  condi'cions  unsatisfactory  and  yet 
scarcely  criminal.  However  convinced  in 
one’ s own  mind  that  children  ought  to  be 
better  cared  for,  one  has  alwa.ys  to 
remember  extenuating  cir  cum  stances  v/hich 
are  sure  to  be  pleaded,  often  v/lth 
justification.  Perhaps  'cho  most  difficult 
factor  is  where  xJ^rents  are  themselves 
lacking  in  intelligence,  or  (a.pparently) 
in  the  capacity  to  do  better. 


Other  v7ork  must  be  got  on  with,  but 
one  moral  which  seems  to  emerge  is  that  the 
assumption  that  'hall  men  o.re  equal"  ruay  be 
unwarraaot ed.  Planners  on  a wholesa,le  sca,le 
would  do  well  to  recall  that  a few  careless 
families  can  cause  much  trouble  tha.t  the 
individual  contribution  of  such  careless 
pa.rents  to  social  ills  m.a3'  prevent  even 
such  measures  as  the  National  Health  Service 
and  IHational  Insurance  Acts  due  to  come 
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into  operation  in  July,  1948,  from  producing 
Social  Perfection. 

Our  Diphtheria  Immunisation  figures  are 
agreeably  high,  notably  the  percentage  of  72 
safe-guarded  children  over  5 under  15,  It 
is  to  be  noted  that  the  figure  of  63  for  those 
under  fs  better  than  it  looks,  in  that 

immunisation  is  not  recommended  under  the  age  of 
six  months  and  is  not  always  completed  before 
the  end  of  the  first  year.  Any  parent  desiring 
to  have  children  immunised  should  enquire  at  the 
Welfare  Centre,  Tovm  Hall  any  Thursday  afternoon, 
or  from  the  Council  Offices  at  any  time,  and  the 
service  will  then  be  Curranged  without  delay* 

I v7ould  like  more  attention  to  be  given  to 
our  comparatively  small  number  of  milk  producing 
este.blishment s.  In  my  opinion  and  considering 
how  few  there  are,  inspections  should  take  place 
not  less  often  than  once  a month,  and  sampling 
for  Bacteriological  examination  not  less  often 
than  once  a quarter  until  three  consecutive 
satisfactory  reports  of  Ins-pections 
have  been  recorded  for  each  premises,  ’^en  this 
has  been  achieved  the  situation  could  be 
reviev;ed  and  less  frequent  visits  might  suffice, 
but  the  Council  cannot  disclaim  responsibility 
for  seeing  that  milk  from  within  its  boundaries 
is  clean  and  produced  under  satisfactory 
conditions;  and  it  v/ould  be  viell  to  be  able  to 
show  proof  of  our  interest  in  the  form  of 
regular  records.  From  experience  elsewhere  than 
in  Clayton-le-Moor s I can  attest  that  regular 
visits  of  inspection  themselves  seem  to  produce 
a remarkable  improvement  in  all  cases,  and  to 
prevent  m*ilk  producers  committing  undetected 
offences  ( sometimes  serious)  against  the  Code  of 
Clean  Hilk  Production  Care  to  which  the  ilo.tional 
and  Local  Authorities  expect  them,  to  conformo 
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To  your  Council’ s Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr. 
J.H.  ii^ridge,  M.Pi..  San.  I. , and  to  his  clerical 
assistcants  my  thanks  arc  due  for  the  work  of 
the  usual  sterling  character  which  they 
ma.intained  throughout  the  year;  and  likewise 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Surveyor 
and  all  other  Officials  vdio  have  given  me 
g'encrous  support  at  all  times. 

To  you,  Mr,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council,  the  sincere  thanks  of  this  Depart- 
ment are  given  for  the  court es37'  and  help  you 
have  o.f forded  to  the  Health  Staff,  and  for 
the  interest  j'^ou  have  always  shov/n  in 
matters  relative  to  the  Public  Hea.lth  in  the 
District.
